Simplified Greatly—Condition o f Af­ 
fairs Easily Told at Any Time. 


A new system of book-keeping for 
the Dixon Building A Loan Associa tion 
wa s begun toda y by Secreta ry J. W. 
Sterling by which the work a t the of­ 
fice is grea tly simplified. 
Credit is due 
to E. O, W a lgren for the new system, 
for both the stockholdersledger and the 
receipt Ikkik. 
The pass book in which 
th e secreta ry heretofore entered pa y­ 
m ents on i-tock or loa ns is done a way 
w ith. 
At the secreta ry*8 office is kept 
a receipt book 
for ea ch stockholder. 
Ea ch book has its number on the cover 
a nd on ea ch receipt to be torn from 
w ithin and stub to correspond and ea ch 
stub and receipt is numbered from 1 up 
so tha* ea ch receipt tells the depositor 
how many pa yments ha ve been ma de 
and by m ultiplying gives the amount. 
If a stub be torn out the number proves 
it. 
On the cover is a description of the 
stock, number, a mount, series and all 
necesir iry informa tion. T he stockhold­ 
ers are given to ca rry or keep a t home 
a t home a nea t pocket book into which 
will be pla ced the receipts for ea ch 
monthly pa yment. 
If a stockholder is 
in arrears or ma kes u pa rtia l pa yment 
a receipt is given from a nother book 
until a sufficient a mount is paid in to 
get a receipt from the regula r book. A 
new stockholders’ ledger is a lso opened 
and ea ch patron ha s one pa ge devoted 
to his or her a ccount tha t will la st thir­ 
teen yea rs, and spa ce to spa re, from 
tim e of ta king out stock to its m a turi­ 
ty. 
The old system ha s dema nded four 
ledgers in ten yea rs, w hile the one 
book now opened will la st a t lea st fif­ 
teen years. 
W e believe tha t Mr. W a lgren would 
do well to pa tent his system , as it is 
very complete and simple, and 
now it 
will not be necessa ry to ca ll in th e pass 
books in order to tell where the funds 
are.

the hig h sea s a nd is subject to Spa nish 
la w and procedure. 
There a nd there only 
ma y she bo seized, her g oods confisca ted 
and her crew punished lor viola tion of 
Spa nish law. 
it is in f ids very pa rticula r th a t the chief 
effect, of an officia l recog nition of bellig er­ 
ency w ould be felt, 
'i’he m o m en t a sta te 
of war in Cuba w a s decla red by t he United 
Sta tes the na va l ves.-ds of Spa in w ould 
ha ve the rig ht to sea rch our ships a n y ­ 
where outside our ow n jurisdiction, or 
three m iles from our coa sts. 
A n yw h ere 
upon the hig h seas they found a ship ca r­ 
rying contra ba nd of w a r t hey could seize 
her. 
For this reason the people w ho ha ve 
been cla m oring for recog nition of Cuba n 
bellig erency as an aid to the insu rg en ts 
ha ve riot a cted wisely.

1 a m a.-ked why, thi n, the Cuba n lea d­ 
ers ha ve favored recog nition of bellig erency 
by this g overnm ent? T he a nsw er is a sim ­ 
ple one. 
N otw ith sta n d in g its pra ctica l 
disa dva nta g es to them they ha ve fa vored it 
because it won hi increa se the proba bility 
of war between Fpa in a nd the United 
¡state* throug h exercise of the rig ht of 
sea rch a nd seizure upon the hig h sea s by 
Spa nish na va l vessels. The insurg ent lead 
ers in this country do not deny tha t this 
is h«*, a nd they ca nnot be bla med for it. 
B u t President M cK inley ha s a ssum ed tha t 
if wa r is to uome between the I lilted « States 
a nd Spa in it should not oomo throug h 
a ccident or blunder or collision, but d e­ 
libera tely in a contest over g rea t principles.

In measles, after recov er of the case, 
and tho hou se and clothing hav e been 
thorou ghly cleansed, fu migated and 
disinfected, and a period of fifteen day s 
has elapsed. 
in mu mps or whooping cou gh, after 
recov ery of patient and the clothing 
has been thorou ghly cleansed and dis­ 
infected and a period of ten day s has 
elapsed. 
In chicken-pox , after the recov ery of 
the case, aDd the clothing has been 
thorou ghly cleansed and disinfected, 
and a period of ten day s has elapsed 
from the beginning of the ra^h. 
Any one afflicted with smallpox , scar­ 
let fev er, or diphtheria shall not be 
permitted to attend school after recov ­ 
ery u ntil the abov e mentioned ru les

with, and shall

o n the street and to ld m e there was a 
man co nfined in the co unty jail w ho 
wished to k«*o me. 
I was then 21 years o ld, but wo uld 
readily hav e passed fo r 17. The c lie n t’s 
name w as Patrick Do nev an, hut he was 
co mmo nly called Patsy Do nev an. 
Uo - 
ing to the jail, I fo und a m an fro m HO 
to 85 years o ld, an intelligent, nice 
lo o king, 
dev il 
may 
care 
Irishm an. 
When I entered, ho greeted me w ith 
“ Go o d ev ening, m iss.” Pretending no t 
to hav e heard him address mo as “ mi« « ” 
and assum ing much dignity, 1 to ld him 
I was the law yer w ho m the sheriff had 
pro mised to send him . 
Fo r answ er he 
exclaimed, “ W ell, I'll he d 
d, ” and 
hurst o ut laughing— laughing upro ar­ 
io usly. 
1 w as irritated to a degree by 
this receptio n. 
“ I beg pardo n, judge, 
i t ’s a go . 
Yo u do lo o k pretty yo ung, 
hut To m (the sheriff) says yo u art; a 
daisy. 
G et mo o ut o f here, and my 
fo lks, w h o ’v e go t plenty, w ill pay yo u 
well fo r yo ur tro uble. ” 
Ho to ld m e his sto ry. Ho was a skill­ 
ed m echanic fro m Keo kuk, la., and had 
been emplo yed by the go v ernm ent in 
co nstructing a lo ck o n the Mussel Sho als 
canal, near Flo rence. 
He had sho t the 
physician in charge o f 
tho se wo rks. 
This physician w as a bro ther o f the 
United States engineer in co ntro l o f the 
canal co nstructio n, and it was ev ident 
that the pro secutio n w o uld be hitter, 
sparing no pains o r expense to secure a 
co nv ictio n, entailing a lo ng penitentiary 
sentence. 
T he do cto r ami m y client 
were bo th m en o f reckless co urage and 
o v erbearing 
temper, 
bo th 
so metimes 
lo o ked o n tho w ine w hen it w as red, 
and bo th, 1 inferred, were striv ing fo r 
the fav o r o f the same wo man. 
A clash 
between them so o n came. 
They had a 
sav age quarrel at their bo arding ho use 
at dinner. 
The do cto r being arm ed and 
my client unarmed, the latter had to 
submit, to unlim ited abuse and wo uld 
hav e been sho t hut fo r the interference 
o f sev eral men who w ere present. So o n 
after n ig htfall o f the same day my 
client w ent to the do cto r’s o ffice and 
sleeping ro o m, abo ut n m ile distant ami 
in a secluded place, and, kno cking *>n 
the do o r, w as hiddt n by the do cto r to 
co me in. Entering, he f< ttnd the do cto r 
putting o n a shirt, and thus fo r the 
mo ment disabled, and, rem arking, “ Yo u 
had the dro p o n me this m o rning, but 
I ’v e go t it o n yo u n o w ,” fired, striking 
tin* do cto r in the neck ami inflicting a 
dangero us but no t fatal wo und. 
The case so o n 
came o n fo r trial. 
W hile tint defendan t’s v ersio n o f the 
o ccurrence as he had giv en it to me was 
v ery different fro m the o ne in the fo re­ 
go ing, yet it was so impro bable in itself 
and so inco nsistent w ith the attendant 
circumstances that it lo o ked as if a sen­ 
tence o f ten years was inev itable if the 
case was then tried. 
To gain a po st­ 
po nement an o bjectio n was interpo sed 
to the co mpetency o f the co urt o n the 
gro und th at he was related L*y affinity 
to tho pro secuto r. This failed. N ext an 
earnest effo rt was m ade fo r a co n tin u­ 
an ce. 
T he state fo ught this aggressiv e­ 
ly, thus giv ing w arning < 
w h at was to 
co me, and it, to o , failed. 
In sheer desperatio n 1 then whispered 
to my client, “ Yo ur real nam e is P a t­ 
rick, no t Patsy, isn ’t it?” 
The indict­ 
m ent nam ed him Patsy Do nev an. Then, 
mo v ing to quash the indictm ent fo r the 
misno mer, I wro te o ut the defendant’s 
affidav it in suppo rt. The affidav it stated 
that the defendant’s nam e was P atrick 
and that ho was co mmo nly kno wn and 
called by this nam e and no t by the 
nam e o f Patsy Do nev an.

affidav it and read, o r seemed to read, it 
carefully and, go ing to the clerk’s desk, 
sw o re to it uml signed it “ Patsy Do ne­ 
v an. ” 
This, o f co urse, was the way he 
usually signed his name, hut ho nev er 
reflected that to sign it Patsy this tim e 
was to affo rd tin* stro ngest ev idence o f 
the falsity o f the affidav it. 
A rguing the case w ith o ut lo o king at 
the affidav it, I didn ’t see ho w he had 
signed it, hut. the state atto rney had 
no ticed tin* signature and m his reply 
called the c o urt’s attentio n to it. 
This 
disclo sure raised a sto rm o f laughter 
and jeering in the co urtro o m. 
I was 
co nfo unded 
and at the end o f my re ­ 
so urces. 
No t so was Patsy. 
Realizing 
his peril, th a t the slip w as his o wn and 
th a t he alo ne co uld retriev e it. he spo ke 
o ut, no t a w hit abashed: 
“ I signed it 
Patsy o ut o f pure respect fo r yo ur ho no r. 
I t ’s no t fo r me to giv e the lie to yo ur 
ho no r’s co urt papers. 
Yo ur 
ho no r's 
co urt paper says I ’m Patsy, and I ’ll sign 
it Patsy unril yo ur ho no r giv es me leav e 
to w rite m y o wn true n a m e .” 
The co urt sustained the mo tio n fro m 
pure adm iratio n fo r Patsy. 
W e no w 
had tim e to lo o k abo ut us. 
A few 
m o nths later the case was tried, the 
jury failing to agree. 
The bail bo nd, 
w hich hail been fixed at a high figure, 
was then reduced to a reaso nable sum. 
He gav e the bo nd, saying he had “ lo st 
by a no se, ” but he nev er returned to 
stand ano ther trial, altho ugh his bo nds­ 
men were pro m ptly reimbursed, and the 
w riter was genero usly remembered, re­ 
ceiv ing. as 1 no w remember. $300.

(the first Mrs. O. H. 
Dodge), C h arlie 
and Jen n ie JPin ckn ey (first 
Mrs.

Hunt), and some who camo with him 
from his school in R ock Island, among 
them Miss Em m a 
Dimmoek— after­ 
ward Mrs. J. C. Mead, whose daugh­ 
ter and grandson have since 
been 
among Mr, Sm ith ’s pupils. 
W hen the crash of ’57 and "8 laid low 
the 
school, 
with 
many 
promising 
youthful institutions, M r. Sm ith 
be­ 
came a partner in the firm of ' anEpps 
and Ashley: but toad ing was his nat­ 
ural work, in 1862 ho returned to the 
work as superintendent of the South 
Side School, then consisting of four de­ 
partments below the high school, 
lie 
hold this place 21 years and 
in that 
time laid the foundation deep and 
strong for the excellent schools we now 
have. 
To enumerate the pupils of 
those years would be like giving a cen­ 
sus of the town and the roll ca ll would 
be responded to from nearly every 
state in the Union as well as from 
many foreign lands. 
For ten years Mr. 
Sm ith rendered efficient service to the 
state as a member of the state board of 
examiners. 
In 188.1 he left the South 
Side schools, hoping for better health 
in farm life; but returned to the work 
in 1885 in tho North Side schools, near­ 
er his present home, and has nearly 
finished thirteen years there. 
Tho 
growth and efficiency of tho 
North 
Side schools in that, time witness no 
less plainly to M r. S m ith ’s ab ility not 
only to teach and superintend, but to 
harmonize and bring out the best in all 
tho co-operative force 
of 
teachers, 
scholars, school board and patrons.
